S o u t h 
C h ic a g o , June 2d.—1There is no 
material change in the eituation at Irondale 
this morning. 
All the men are still out. 
President .Tarrett has not arrived, and a tel 
egram has been received stating that he will 
not come on aa expected. 
Corresponding 
Secretary Pat. Carmondy, of the Iromr.aker-’ 
Association, is here, and has just received 
the following dispatch from President Jar- 
r e tt: 
“ My instructions being only advisory, 
you 
are 
at 
liberty 
to 
stop, 
provided 
that 
they all 
stop.” 
Mr. 
Carmondy 
has also received the following telegram 
from Vice-Presidfint Bullock, of Bay View, 
Milwaukee : “ Do not work unless they sign 
the scales. 
W e are out, aud will stop out 
until they all sign. 
I will call them out.” 
The indications now are that the men will 
stay out until the manufacturers give in. The 
men claim that they have half a million dol­ 
lars in the treasury at Pittsburg ; also that 
the steel rail men will come to their aid with 
money when they need it. 
The employes of 
the steel rail mills and iron rail mills, in all 
making about 1,100 men, are out of employ­ 
ment here. 


C h ic a g o , June 2.1.—The wages which the 
iron workers are striking against are as fol­ 
lows : Nail-feeders, §1 75 per day; helpers, 
$2 ; pndrilers, $4 50 to So ; nailers, § 6 ; rollers, 
88 to $10. 
They demand an advance of from 
10 to 15 per cent. 
The Knights of Labor have taken a friendly 
interest in the brickmakers’ strike, and pro­ 
pose a conference for a compromise and re­ 
conciliation. 
They represent the interest of 
the strikers. 
The employers have given no 
answer, and are not much inclined to treat 
with the men, who have been troublesome 
and evasive. 
The attack of dock laborers at Bridgeport 
last night upon the Chicago and Alton train 
was well executed and evinced careful plan­ 
ning. 
They were thoroughly armed with 
sticks, clubs and piecer of iron, and stones. 
The number of broken and bruised heads at­ 
test the effectiveness of these 
weapons. 
Three had their skulls laid bare by various 
blows, aud half a dozen others have been 
crippled or hurt in various degrees. 
None of 
the injured are likely to die. 
Even Judge 
Pillsbury is in a fair way of recovery at last 
accounts. 
The rioters quickly tied when 
their revenge was satisfied. The police were 
early on the scene, aud have made several 
arrests, including 
Joseph 
O’Brien, John 
O’Neil and John Frawley, all on suspicion. 
A dispatch from Dwight says that cne of the 
rio te r was accidentally shot in the forehead. 
The witnesses of the affair are being looked 
up. 
David McWilliams, of Dwight, who 
was with Judge Piltsbury, says the shot that 
struck him was fired from inside a car, but 
none of the party saw the man who fired it. 
It is believed, however, that important clues 
are in the hands of the police, and that the 
miscreants will be brought to justice. 


C h ic a g o , June 2d.—There is little change 
in the strike situation this evening. 
The police have made several more arrests 
of persons supposed to have been concerned 
in the riot at Brighton last night, but the evi­ 
dence is not conclusive. 
The grocerymen i f Irondale have posted 
notices that the strikers will be expected to 
settle present accounts before receiving fur­ 
ther credit. 
Au indignation meeting of strikers was 
held this afternoon, ac which it was resolved 
to “ boycott” the grocerymen whom they 
considered in the “ no credit” movement. 
President Potter, of the North Chicago 
rolling mills, say* he anticipates no trouble 
at his mills at South Chicago and at Bay 
View, near Milwaukee, and believes the 
strike here will end in a few days. 
He d^ es 
not agree with the statement that there is 
an overstock of iron on hand, but says there 
will be plenty of work to do. 


D e t r o i t , June 21.—A lockout is reported 
at Baugh’s $team forge. The puddlers worked 
up to last Saturday, and were intending to 
work until yesterday morning at least before 
striking, but Baugh proceeded to shut down 
the mill department on the plea that he was 
out of pig iron. 
On Wednesday he informed 
the workmen that he had decided not to em­ 
ploy any more Union men. 
His action in 
thus taking the bull by the horns was dis­ 
concerting, and the Unionists appointed a 
committee to wait on him, but he informed 
them that his mind was made up. 
A joint meeting of Union and non-Union 
men has been called, when an effort will be 
made to induce the non-Union workmen to 
quit work. ‘

How New V arieties of Potatoes are P ro­ 
duced 
W e m ust in the first place state that the 
potato is not a root at all, but a short, 
thick, underground branch of the plant. 
W e have several tim es seen, and no doubt 
many of our readers have also, the branches 
of the potato vine developed as potatoes 
above ground. 
W e m ust start w ith the 
idea, then, that the potato is really a 
branch or stem . 
It is a w ell-established 
fact among fruit-growers and florists th at a 
6hoot or brauch of a plant may produce 
very different fruit or flowers from the rest 
of the plant, and this occurs w ithout any 
assignable cause, and w ithout any human 
agency. 
These cases, by horticulturists 
called “ sports,” are very numerous. 
A 
late peach produced a branch on w hich all 
the fruit was early. 
Other peach t:ecs 
have 
formed branches which bore only 
nectarines 
merely a sport of the peach. 
Certain branches on yellow plum trees have 
produced red plum s, and shoots on purple 
grape vines have borne w hite grapes. 
In 
flowers, especially roars, these variations 
are very numerous. 
W e only cite these to 
show what may take place, indeed, has 
taken place, in the potato. 
The tuber be­ 
ing really 
a 
branch, it may, 
like 
a 
branch 
of 
peach, 
plum 
or 
grape, 
vary. 
A 
notable 
exam ple 
of 
this 
is 
th e 
“ Late 
R ose.” 
In 
a 
field 
of “ E arly R ose,” a single plant was found 
to be green, and stiil growing long after 
the vines in the rest of the field were dead 
and ready for the harvest. 
The owner 
had the good sense to save and perpetuate 
the product of this vine, and now, as the 
“ Late R ose,” it is one of our valuable 
kinds. 
Other varieties have been 
pro­ 
duced in a sim ilar manner. 
W e cannot 
cause th is variation to take place, but as it 
may occur any where, the careful cultivator 
should take note of any m arked differences 
in the vines that may appear in his potato 
field. 
A s to raising new varieties from 
seed, w e doubt if much actual cross-fertil­ 
ization has ever been done. 
To refer to 
fruits agaiu 
the seeds of the apples or 
the peachts from any one tree, taken as 
they are, w ithout any attem pt at fertiliz­ 
ation, w ill give a great variety of seedlings, 
and we know it to be the sim e w ith pota­ 
toes. 
That greatest of all modern pota­ 
toes—greatest in itself and in the varieties 
it has given rise to—the Early Rose, came 
from a chance seed ball of the coarse but 
prolific 
Garnet Cnili. 
A grower 
had 
picked this seed hall from his patch w ith ­ 
out selection, and pinned it against his 
w indow to ripen, and finally gave it to Mr. 
Breese— of blessed potato m em ory— who 
sowed tho seeds. 
From the seeds in this 
chance ball, picked w ithout any selection, 
came Early Rose, Bretse’s prolific and sev ­ 
eral others, all of excelleut quality, but all 
very different—some long, others round, 
some eariy and others late ; indeed, from 
that one, and now famous seed ball, were 
raised potatoes differing among them selves 
as much as potatoes can 
differ. 
Iu view 
of the results from this single seed ball, we j 
doubt m any of the stories of direct cross­ 
ing. 
S till if one w ishes to experim ent in 
this, th e flower of the potato affords an 
easy subject, as the anthers do not shed 
their pollen early', and if removed as soon 
as the flower opens, the pollen frem another 
flower can readily be applied to the pistil. 
As to raising potatoes from the seed, the 
balls are kept until the tirne for sowing, 
when the seeds are rem oved and treated 
precisely as tom ato seeds. 
T hey are start­ 
ed in boxes in the greenhouse, the hotbed, 
or in th e kitchen w indow (Mr. Breese fol­ 
lowed the last named m ethod), and the 
plant treated exactly lik e tom ato plants, 
save th at it may be set in the open ground 
som ew hat earlier. 
Mr. Breese informed 
us th at the original plant of Early Rose 
gave him several good sized tubes the first 
year, and stated that in his experience, if 
a seedling potato did not do the first sea­ 
son, it was not worth while to continue to 
grow it .— [American A griculturist. 


T h e C a r e o k H o g s. — N o animal 
ia so 
extensively distributed over the globe, or 
increases so rapidly as the h og. 
It is a 
m istake to allow sows to breed before they 
are a year old, as they are not then suffi­ 
ciently matured, and pigs from such are 
som etim es too weak to live. 
H ogs ought 
not to sleep under old houses or in a bed of 
dust. 
If one has a dozen hogs, a pen ten 
feet square, closely walled up on the ea9t 
and north side to break off all the raw, 
cold w inds, dry in all kinds of weather and 
good roof overhead, is tho best sleeping 
place for these animals. 
P u t in leaves 
w ith clean litter a foot in depth, 
and 
sprinkle on these every week or tw o kero­ 
sene oil from a common garden watering- 
pot. 
If there are {signs of lice or mange, 
put a little carbolic acid w ith the kerosene 
oil. 
f i y having an open pen for hogs to 
sleep in, one may go into and exam ine it 
and see that it does not get foul, and can 
clean it out and put fresh clean litter in 
place of the old, and mix sulphur, kerosine 
oil, carbolic acid and other things to keep 
the litter from becom ing foul and un­ 
healthy. 
This cannot be done when hogs 
sleep under old houses or in shelterless 
nests of their ow n making in the w oods.— 
[Rural Record.

THE SPECTiB BRIDEGROOM. 


On the sum m it of one of the hights of 
the O denw ald, a wild and rom antic tract 
of upper G erm any th at lies not iar from 
the confluence of the Main and the Khine, 
there stood, m any, m any years since, the 
castle of th e Baron von I.aodshort. It is 
now quite fallen to decay, and alm ost bur­ 
ied among beech trees and dark iirs, above 
w hich, however, its old w atch-tow er may 
still be seen struggling, like the form er pos­ 
sessor I have m entioned, to carry a high 
bead, and look down upon the neighboring 
country. 
Tne Baron was a dry branch of the great 
family of K atzeuelienbogeu, and inherited 
the relics of the property and all the pride 
of his ancestors.

A num ber of horsemen 
were seen far below, slowly advancing 
along the road ; but when they had nearly 
reached the foot of the m ountain, they 
suddenly struck off in a different direction. 
The last ray of sunshine departed—the 
hatB began to flit by in the tw ilight—the 
road grew dim m er and dim m er to the view ;

W hen the old castle of Landshort was 
in this state of perplexity, a very interest­ 
ing scene was transacting in a different 
part of the Odenwald.

The apparent termination of the struggle 
between the Emperor of Russia and the 
Nihilists by the virtual surrender of the 
former, deserves serious consideration, tor 
if it be true that Nihilism has compelled 
the Russian Emperor to promise a consti­ 
tution to his people, it is clear that Abso­ 
lutism has at last found its master, and it 
is not less clear that this must be a con­ 
quest of Absolutism in general, as well as 
of that of Russia in particular. 
The 
foundation of all government is force. 
Rousseau and the sentimentalists tried to 
deny this, but the only result of their fan­ 
tastic theories was to give a ghastly bur­ 
lesque or bouffe air to the French Revolu­ 
tion, and to alternate its most hideous 
phases with a mockery of suasion and 
brotherhood which disgusted sober men, 
and detracted greatly from the moral ef­ 
fect of that stupendous protest against bad 
government. The Revolution proved the 
futility of al! attempts to base government 
on anything but force. The Utilitarians, 
the Benthamites, though they sought to 
found it upon “ the consent of the gov- 
“ erned,” and though they strove hard to 
bring all things to the test of “ the great- 
“ est happiness of the greatest number, 
were nevertheless obliged to fall back on 
force as the ultimate substructure iu even 
the most philosophic oí states. Majority 
rule is after all the rule of force quite as 
much as one-man rule. 
The army that 
upholds the despot does so because it has 
obtained its own consent to do so. In the 
last days of Imperial Rome the army could 
not be relied upon to uphold the heads of 
the state, and it had to be bribed. When 
the Pr.i torian Guards put up the Empire 
to auction that body was doing precisely 
what a modem “ piece-club ” does in an 
American political campaign. 
Majority 
rule is only a more reasonable arrange­ 
ment of force thas despotism, but it is 
always susceptible of despotic application, 
and the tyranny of the many is for the 
most part more to be feared than Absolu­ 
tism. 
But there is in these days a growing 
tendency which aims at subverting all the 
familiar doctrines in this connection. A 
spirit has arisen which insists on the right 
of the few to coerce the many ; on the 
right of the weak to strike down the 
strong ; on the right of the minority to 
override the majority. This is the spirit of 
Assassination, which has left its traces in 
the freest as well as in the least free 
oí countries ; and which, however mani­ 
fested, now Hods applauding echoes not 
only in Europe but America. Nihilism is 
only one phase of this startling modern 
tendency, which doubtless grew out of the 
rank soil of the French Revolution, and 
which combines the fallacies, the ambi­ 
tions, the malignities, of the most morbid 
and unwholesome as well as the most vicious 
minds of half a dozen races. And what 
makes this spirit so disturbing is that 
no form of government can claim exemp­ 
tion from it. It is as liable to be directed 
against the executive officer of a democ­ 
racy as at the head of an absolutist gov­ 
ernment. It strikes down Czar and Presi­ 
dent with equal malignity. It assassinates 
the peace-maker, and then insolently exults 
over its own atrocities. And the civilized 
world stands aghast, and does not know 
how to deal with this new Red Specter. 
For what can be done with men who in­ 
sist upon their right to do for a minority 
more violent tilings than majorities will 
undertake for their own protection ? 
Which claims, and exercises, a right to 
kill those who thwart it ? Which deiies 
logic and reason, and responds to argument 
with glass bombs ? 
The Czar could answer none of these 
questions. He could do nothing but yield. 
Rut in yielding he has established a terri­ 
ble precedent; he has demonstrated in the 
face of the world that the new Red 
Specter can impresB itself upon the age ; 
can by sheer audacity and persistence de­ 
feat intelligence, science, organization, 
discipline, valor, public opinion, every­ 
thing ; can, by sheer defiance of every 
moral principle, bully society, and carry 
its point. For this, and nothing less, is 
what the triumph of Nihilism means, and 
something like this is also signified by the 
successful employment of assassination in 
Ireland. In two great nations violence has 
obtained what nothing else could obtain. 
Let no man think that these lessons will 
be lost, or that they will not produce mo­ 
mentous consequences hereafter. Nor is 
it in the line of greater democratization that 
the new spirit is tending. It is rather in 
the direction of anarchy and the paralysis 
and swift destruction of all forms of gov­ 
ernment. The theory which vivifies Nihil­ 
ism and its congeners is incompatible with 
majority rule in any form. What it really 
looks to and provides for is government by 
and through the most violent, determined 
and reckless minority element. And if we 
trace the genesis of this spirit patiently we 
shall find that it brings us out just where 
we went in at the dawn of European civ­ 
ilization. 
The governments of to-day were all 
founded upon force, and by the superior 
resolution and violence of small minorities. 
As reason expanded and civilization grew 
there was a tendency to clothe the element 
of force with justification, and to refer all 
coercive measures to public necessity. Thus 
the will of the majority at last came to be 
substituted for that of the minority as the 
prime mover in legislation and government. 
But now the new tendency is distinctly 
away from all this democratic movement, 
and as distinctly towards the revival, in a 
different and more repulsive form, of the 
tyranny and anarchy which preceded 
settled government of any kind. The idea 
that Nihilism and its congeners have 
anything in common with Liberty, is an 
entire mistake. They are really in harmony 
with the despotism against which they 
have declared war. They are destructive, 
not constructive, and they are incapable of 
helping or forwarding any movement hav­ 
ing for its ultimate object the elevation 
and benefit of man. Nihilism in fact is the 
reverse of Renthamism, and should it ever 
obtain the ascendancy in any country, the 
disintegration of the governmental and 
social structures there might be predicted. 
Even now this disintegration is threatened 
in Russia.

WALT WHITMAN. 
An interdict has been placed upon Walt 
Whitman’s “ Leaves of Grass,” on the 
ground that they contain obscenities. 
Whitman has written a defense of what he 
is pleased to call his “ poetry," in what he 
is pleased to call his prose. Of course these 
eventB raise the question once more as to 


what is allowable in literature, and also the 
other question as to Walt Whitman’s place 
there. 
We are disposed to consider the 
last question first. 
We think Whitman 
has no other hold upon the world than is 
given by his coarseness and eccentricity. 
He is not a poet. 
He has not a clear 
mind. He jossesees no views or ideas 
which are worth imparting. His so-called 
poems are barbarous jumbles in the fashion 
of catalogues : for the most part mere lists 
of names of things, peppered with adjec­ 
tives, and arranged in queer and asym­ 
metric ways. As to that element in his 
writings which has procured the prohibi­ 
tion referred to, it seems to us that to call 
it obscenity is an abuse of language. 
Whitman is certainly not a pure writer, 
and a few of his sentences are very coarse. 
But there is not a line in his “ Leaves of 
“ Grasa ” half as nasty as scores of lines in 
the Old Testament, and for a community 
which swallowB the Old Testament without 
wry faces to pretend shame at Wait Whit­ 
man is merely inconsistency, and in no 
sense purity. The absurdity and incon­ 
sistency of the injunction on Whitman 
may be further shown by the fact that 
within the last few years reprints of Mrs. 
Aphra Behn, Mrs. Heywood, and other 
really licentious and indecent authors, have 
been put upon the market freely ; that 
translations of Balzac’s “ Contes Drola- 
“ tiques,” of Boccaccio’s “ Decameron,” and 
Marguerite of Navarre’s “ Heptameron,” 
are freely sold ; that translations of the 
poems of Villon and Beaudelaire have been 
in like manner offered to the public ; and 
that the so-called “ fleshly school” of 
poets, of which Swinburne and Rossetti and 
Morris are examples and leaders, have 
issued within the past ten years a great 
quantity of verse which may be truly 
said to bear about it what Juvenal calls 
“ the odor of the stews. ’ 
While this rank growth of sensuous or 
sensual literature passes the censor un­ 
scathed, why is it that a I district Attor­ 
ney of Boston thinks it his duty to present 
Walt Whitman’s alleged poems for indict­ 
ment? We presume it is because the Dis­ 
trict Attorney is an ignorant and narrow­ 
minded official, who perhaps really thinks 
that there is something exceptionally 
naughty about these rude and crude jingles 
in travesty of poetry. But it is very Billy 
to xuake spiteful little assaults like this 
upon individuals. Walt Whitman is really 
only a manifestation of tendencies which 
belong to the intellectual movements of 
the age, and which will have their way, 
let who will oppose them. After Puritan­ 
ism came the license of the Restoration. 
After the austere purity of Milton came 
the brilliant profligacy of Congreve and 
Farquhar and Vanbrugh. After the Hey- 
woods and the Behns came Richardson 
and the Lake Poets and Sir Walter Scott 
aud the modern view of modesty in lan­ 
guage. Fielding, hearty, manly, vigorous 
Fielding, must have seemed a perfect 
monster of obscenity to the delicate 
minds which had been reared upon the 
“ vegetable loves” of Miss Porter, Mias 
Pardoe, Miss Mitford, and their class of 
authors. But presently the pendulum be­ 
gan to swing back again. The reaction 
from Evangelicalism towards Agnosticism 
naturally and perhaps necessarily created 
a “ fleshly school” of poetry, and this has 
proceeded to much greater lengths than 
poor Whitman ever dreamed of. 
As to the Prench authors and poets, they 
have always been more or less “ free ” in 
their expressions, and more so since they 
left Classicalism for Romanticism. 
Victor 
Hugo is certainly more amusing than 
Racine and Corneille, and more natural. 
But he is at one end and Zola at the other, 
while between those two flourish a crowd 
of aspiring writers, all of whom rely more 
or less upon “ tleshliness.” The same 
sensual tendency ha9 long been visible in 
the fiction which, though lowest in point 
of merit, is perhaps most eagerly sought by 
our girls and women. It may be deplor­ 
able, but it is true, that the world has a 
distinct appetite for that kind of writing, 
and that it will have it if it is to be had, no 
matter what censures are passed upon the 
taste. 
In short, we are in the midat of 
a strong reaction against asceticism and 
the relics of Puritanism, and as is always the 
case with reactions, it carries a great many 
people to altogether mischievous and un­ 
justifiable lengths. 
This extravagance, 
however, seems necessary too, for without 
it the counter-reaction would never set 
in, and so perhaps what we ought most to 
deprecate and apprehend is a kind of 
apathetic and stagnant condition, in which 
all taste for better intellectual food shall 
be lost, yet its vicious substitutes not be 
enjoyed at all. For such a condition might 
endure long enough to debauch society al­ 
most incurably. 
Walt Whitman, however, is a butterfly 
that should not be broken upon the wheel. 
He has no mission, and no intelligible 
message. His uncouth utterances may be 
preserved by the curious for their very 
oddity, blit assuredly not for any intel­ 
lectual merits. For of this they possess 
nothing. 
They are mere “ barbarous 
“ yawps,” as Whitman himself has aptly 
styled them. They will never hurt any­ 
body, however, and this is so clear to all 
who are acquainted with them as to ren­ 
der the action of the Boston authorities 
peculiarly absurd. 
If thers is to be a 
crusade against depraving literature it will 
be easy enough to point out books which 
are fit for nothing but bonfires, but we had 
thought that the futility of trying to stamp 
out bad literature by statutosy enactments 
or judicial processes was by this time too 
generally understood to make it probable 
that any more follies of that kind would be 
committed. Of course ail that will result 
from this prosecution of \Y alt Whitman 
will be the increase of the sale of the in­ 
terdicted book. 


THE ARMY RETIREMENT BILL. 
The debate in Congress on the army re­ 
tirement bill seems to have drifted into a 
personal question, the point being whether 
General Sherman would be retired under 
the bill, and, if so, whether he ought to 
be retired. It certainly does not appear 
that there is any reason for retiring that 
gallant soldier. The rank and position he 
holds were conferred upon him by the 
country as rewards for his eminent services 
during the war of the rebellion, and it was 
then understood, beyond question, that he 
was to retain them as long as he lived. 
The principles of the new bill need not 
and ought not to apply to him. It seems 
that there are numbers of|really decrepit and 
superannuated officers of high rank, who 
decline to retire, although they have long 
ceased to be of any use to the service or 


the country. It is now proposed that the 
date of retirement shall be fixed by statute, 
and all that is required to complete the 
plan is to arrange a schedule of retiring 
pensions. As a matter of course retiring 
army officers ought to be provided for by 
the Govern ment. They receive a sufficiently 
slender stipend while they are on active 
service, and if they cannot look forward 
to some provision for their old age it will 
soon become impossible to get or keep any 
really superior men in the army. Men of 
70 and upwards, however, ought to be 
compelled to retire if they will not do so 
of their own accord, since they obstruct 
promotion, and at the same time choke 
the more important positions with un­ 
serviceable material. We have been fot 
some years approaching a serious condi­ 
tion of senility in the higher offices of the 
army, which was perhaps unavoidable be­ 
cause of the natural consequences of the 
war, but which throws nearly all the hard 
work of the service upon the shoulders of 
a few comparatively young men, who are 
nevertheless unable to obtain promotion. 
To clear away some of the military fossils 
has become a necessary undertaking, and 
therefore the new bill should become a law 
even if it does carry dismay among the 
barnacles. General Sherman and General 
Sheridan may very well be exempted from 
its operation, however, since we are satis- 
tied that there is nowhere any serious 
deeire to have them removed from their 
positions. 
THE OUTCRY AGAINST MR. LOWELL 
A marked reaction has taken place in 
regard to Mr. Lowell. 
What may be 
called the American Press distinctively has 
at last mustered courage to inquire, with 
some lingering timidity, what the Minister 
to England has done to justify his recall. 
They ask if the sole duty of an American 
Minister to England is to satisfy the most 
rabid Irish hatred of that country, or to 
provoke war with England by studied 
insolence. .They observe further that all 
the outcry against Mr. Lowell in connection 
with the alleged “ American citizen” busi­ 
ness, has upon full inquiry appeared to be 
utterly without justification. 
Thus it ap­ 
pears with regard to every one of the 
“ suspects ” whose wails from “ British 
“ dungeons ’ were so copiously diffused and 
so hysterically commentated, that they 
were in fact and in truth anything but 
good American citizens, and that whatever 
technical case may have been capable of 
being constructed for them, it was perfect­ 
ly clear that their claims were preposterous 
in view of the actual facts. For these 
men, though they had been naturalized, or 
partly naturalized in the United States, 
had afterwards returned to Ireland, and 
had there taken up their residence, and 
gone into business, and in two cases had 
accepted public offices. Now, if such acts 
do not constitute an abandonment of 
American naturalization, it is very evident 
that they virtually alter the situation 
when the men referred to come to be 
charged with breaking English laws. It is 
perfectly clear that it is no part of Ameri­ 
can policy or business to confer upon Irish­ 
men a sham-naturalization which they 
only intend to employ for the purpose of 
shielding themselves while violating the 
laws* of the country in which they live. 
Now, what Mr. Lowell has done is to call 
attention to the actual facts in the 
cases of these sham American citizens, 
and to find out that not one of them has 
an unquestionable claim to the protec­ 
tion he demands. 
The outcry against 
Mr. Lowell consequently seems to imply 
the proposition that whenever anybody in 
Ireland, arrested for breaking the law, sets 
up a pretense of American citizenship, it is 
the duty of the American Minister at Lon­ 
don to accept the pretense without in­ 
quiry, and if necessary to declare war 
rather than fail to rescue the quite possibly 
make-believe American citizen from the 
legitimate consequences of his own volun­ 
tary acts. The anti-Lowell howlers have 
not, it is true, yet had the audacity to 
take precisely this ground in plain terms, 
but it is incomestible that the logic of the 
situation compels them to take precisely 
this position, since, unless they take it, 
they will have to confess that they have 
no ground whatever for their complaint. 
The truth is that Mr. Lowell has done his 
full duty in the premises, and that public 
opinion in the United States in regard to him 
is not and never has been represented by the 
blatant and impudent journals that have 
been demanding his recall because—and 
for no other reason—he has not proceeded 
on the hypothesis that he was the Envoy 
of an Irish Republic, instead of being the 
accredited Minister from the United States 
of America. It is also probably time to 
recognize the fact that it is impossible to 
find any Minister to England who will 
satisfy the American Fenian element, and 
that it is highly undesirable that any fur­ 
ther attempt should be made to satisfy 
that element. M r. Lowell is a representa­ 
tive American, not a representative Irish­ 
man, and it is requisite that he should 
satisfy the American people, and no other 
people.

It Iim frequently been asserted by San 
Francisco journals that the public of that 
city possessed quite a particular taste in 
dramatic and mnsica! art, and that this 
critical public are always prepared to 
review the judgments of London and I’ariB 
and New York and Lost on, and could 
always be trusted to indorse the most 
sterling merit. Well, for several weeks 
one of the most magnificent tenors who 
ever sang in America has been offering 
this same fastidious and appreciative San 
Francisco public the highest clasB of musi­ 
cal entertainments. Mr. Ugo Talbo pos­ 
sesses a voice such as is only heard once or 
twice in a lifetime. There are not three 
living tenors tit to be named in the same 
breath with him. To the most thorough 
training he adds a compass and a flexibility 
which give assurance that every phrase 
and note will be done complete and delicate 
justice to ; while the power and sweet­ 
ness of his organ are alike remarkable. 
This noble singer appeared in admirably 
arranged and selected concerts, assisted by 
ladies and gentlemen all of whom are 
artists of real merit ; and critical, fastidi­ 
ous, appreciative -San Francisco, wonld not 
go to hear him, but let him lose money on 
his enterprise. It is at least ten years 
since such a tenor as Ugo Talbo has been 
heard on this coast, and judging from 
the character of his reception, it will 
be twenty more before his equal or his 
like íb heard here again. The critical and 
fastidious San Franciscans are presumably 
too much absorbed in the analysis of

THE POPULATION OF PRANCE. 


A great disturbance of the labor market 
has already been caused by the strikes, 
and the country is only at the beginning 
of the trouble. The Trades Unions have 
now such extensive organizations that they 
are able to command far-reaching move­ 
ments, and it is evident that they are pre­ 
pared for a comprehensive operation at 
present. What they hope to gain by it is 
however not comprehensible. They are 
making a fatal blunder at the very outset, 
by striking upon a falling market. The 
employers can at such a time often better 
afford to stop work than to continue manu­ 
facturing, and that being the case, the 
strikes cannot possibly help the working­ 
men. The latter have much to lose by 
tbeir ill-considered suspensions. Even if 
the striking men can be supported by their 
comrades in other branches of industry, 
the only effect of the strikes at such a 
juncture can be to consume the surplus 
capital they have stored up. They are in 
fact literally squandering their accumu­ 
lated earnings, and this without the least 
prospect of obtaining what they demand. 
The present prospect is that they will 
have to accept the current rates of wages 
after they have remained several weeks out 
of work, and meantime they will have so 
wasted their reserve fund that they will 
not be able to take advantage of any rise 
in the market should it occur. 
The 
tyranny of the Trades Unions in this con­ 
nection is only equalled by their folly. It 
is true that they may be able in some 
cases to inflict more or less injury upon 
the employers, as for instance where works 
which have large orders to fill are com­ 
pelled to close. But there are not many 
works in this condition at present, and the 
greatest loss must therefore be borne by 
the strikers themselves. 
One of the principal reasonB why organ­ 
ization has done Labor so little good hith­ 
erto has been that the leaders of the 
Unions have nearly always been shallow 
demagogues, incapable of perceiving the 
true interests of the men, or only careful 
to benefit themselves. The workingmen 
would long since have freed themselves 
from this bad leadership but for the fact 
that they are always suspicious of whatever 
advice is given them by those who are not 
of their own order. They have in fact 
been so educated in the fallacy that capital 
is their enemy as to be incapable of ac­ 
cepting even the plainest truths from out­ 
side. Whoever tells them that they will 
injure themselves by striking upon a falling 
market loseB his labor; because they at 
once jump to the conclusion that this is 
Baid in the interest of capital. They could 
if they would easily ascertain that such 
strikes as the present have always failed in 
the past; but they apparently prefer to 
bay their experience fresh in every case, 
and certainly they are accustomed to pay 
dearly enough for it. In the strikes just 
begun there is no element of prudence or 
business judgment. When the demand 
for manufactures is declining it js absurd 
to suppose that more wages will be paid for 
making those things. And though it is 
no doubt true that the increase in the cost 
of living bears heavily upon the working 
classes at the Flast, it is equally true that 
“ half a loaf is better than no bread,” 
and that those who try the experiment of 
no bread are sure to suffer for their follv. 


THE COUNTERFEIT BONDS. 
The Treasury Department has caused the 
statement to be made that there are no 
counterfeit bonds out, but thie appears to 
rest upon no other foundation than the fact 
that as yet no snch bonds have come into 
official hands. If it be true that the plates 
of the bonds, or some of them, have been 
duplicated, however, it is exceedingly im­ 
probable that the Government has Iteeu al­ 
lowed to get possession of all the duplicate 
bonds. The forgers and ntterera of these 
bonds would be too fnlly aware of the 
value of the prize to surrender it so easily. 
They might tell the Government that they 
had given up everything, but the Govern­ 
ment cannot be snre that this is the case. 
Of course, too, it will not do to tell the 
whole trntta about so delicate and danger­ 
ous an affair as this, since to do so might 
cause a panic. From what was let fall at 
the ontset, however, and from the general 
tenor of the affair, we are disposed to sus­ 
pect that there are more of the duplicate 
bonds afloat than the Government wonld 
like the public to know, and that an effort 
is being made to allay suspicion in order to 
facilitate the discovery of the fraud. The 
fact that the duplicate bonds are printed 
in effect from the original plates of course 
renders it very difficult for any other than 
the Treasury officials, who arc acquainted 
with their numbers, to detect or trace 
them, and bo they could be negotiated 
without much trouble, and especially if 
they were taken to Europe for that pur­ 
pose. 
THE EOYPT U B DIFflCULTY. 
The Egyptian crisis continues, but in an 
uncertain way, showing that Arabi Bey 
cannot make up his mind to take the final 
plunge. Gladstone has informed the llonse 
of l. ommons that the Government will sup­ 
port the present Khedive, but exactly in 
what way cannot be known until the pro­ 
posed conference of the powers has been held. 
There are strong objections to letting the 
Turks into Egypt, and there are serious 
difficulties in the way of European inter­ 
vention. 
It is believed that if Eu­ 
ropean troops are landed an attempt will 
be made to get up a religious rising. That 
however has been talked of so often that 
skepticism concerning it is allowable. The 
Sultan could not raise such a crusade 
when itussia had him by the throat, and 
if the experiment failed then it is not more 
likely to succeed now. Should it be de­ 
cided to land troops, which appears to be 
the only alternative with the admission of 
the TnrkB, we are inclined to think that 
there wonld be little more than a local in­ 
flammation, and that the Egyptian “ na- 
“ tional ” scheme would collapse speedily. 
The powers however are very properly 
cautious as to the steps they take, and nn- 
less forced to intervene by some act of vio- 


The last French census has revealed an 
alarming condition of things in regard to 
the population statistics of that country. 
It has long been known that the increase 
of population in France was much slower 
than that of any other country in Europe, 
and a great many ingenious theories have 
been invented to account for this fact. 
The new census, however, shows that the 
population ha9 become practically station­ 
ary, or in other words, that it will take 
433 years for it to double itself. The 
Frenen births are only 2.47 per cent, of 
the population, and marriages and births, 
both illegitimate and legitimate, have been 
declining steadily during the past ten 
years. There is indeed but one set-off to 
this alarming state of affairs, and that con­ 
sists in the strong indisposition of the 
French to emigrate. The Germans are, on 
the contrary, greatly given to emigrate, 
and thus the population stagnancy of 
France may after all not expose her 
to be crowded to the wall by her 
ancient enemy, inasmuch 
as emigra­ 
tion will keep the latter down to 
about 
the 
same 
strength. 
What 
the real causes of the apparent sluggish­ 
ness of the procreative principle in France 
are, it would be very interesting to know. 
An extreme thrift is doubtless one yery 
potent influence, and it is well understood 
that the national tendency that way has 
been greatly on the increase since the 
war 'with Germany. 
In the cities it 
is 
also 
probable 
that 
the 
more 
expensive and dissolute habits of the 
workman class have of late years prevented 
them from marrying freely. The growth 
of alcoholic vices may be credited with 
some part of the results, though perhaps 
not much. But it is certain that a nation 
which has almost come to a standstill in 
respect to its population cannot be in a 
thoroughly healthy condition, and that a 
nation in such a state may be exposed 
to the moBt serious and lasting reverses 
through the operation of war or epidemic. 
It is, moreover, of little use for the French 
people to keep on shouting “ Yive la He- 
“ publique !” while they themselves are 
doing nothing to keep her alive.

A CHARACTERISTIC DEATH. 


We presume that the Geneva Award 
bill is to become a law, since if the Presi­ 
dent had intended to veto it he would have 
done so before now. The bill appears to be 
another illustration of the Congressional 
capacity of “ how not to do it.” The 
Nation succinctly remarks that “ the prin- 
“ cipal objection to it is that it provides 
“ for the payment of claims which have no 
“ legal validity, and makes no provision 
“ for the payment of the claimants to whom 
“ the fund actually belongs.” This does 
seem to be rather a serious objection, but 
Congress has got itself into that happy 
state of confusion regarding it, in which it 
seems possible to do things because they 
ought not to be done. The moral of the 
bill, however, obviously is that when the 
United States brings claims against foreign 
powers for damages inflicted, and those 
claims, specifically designated, are as 
specifically met and paid, there never can 
be any guarantee that Congress will apply 
the money so obtained to the purposes for 
which alone it was paid ; nor will there 
l>e any assuran«:e that the money will not 
be paid out for purposes entirely foreign to 
everything which was in issue between the 
two powers. 
Congress hereby declares 
that England has actually paid claims 
which England not only did not pay, but 
which she and the arbitrators refused to 
allow at all. The claims now to be paid 
were ruled out at Gens va. Consequently 
Congress is stealing money from those to 
whom it lawfully belongs—namely, the 
claimants whose claims were admitted at 
Geneva ; and is giving the money thus 
stolen to parties who have no standing in 
the case whatever. 


POSTPONED AGAIN. 
The monetary conference has been post­ 
poned till next year, it being evident that 
it was quite useless to csll it now. The 
predictions made w hen it first met have 
indeed been completely fulfilled. 
The 
dream of the silver men has faded away, 
The disposition of Bismarck to become a 
bimetallist, as reported so enthusiastically 
by Rig-iron Kelley after his remarkable in­ 
terview with the Chancellor of the Ger­ 
man Empire, has never been manifested 
publicly from that day to this. 
Neither 
England nor France have shown the least 
willingness to meet the United States 
half-way, or at any other distance, in 
changing the rat.o. The fact that the 
United States must, if it continues m its 
present course, bear the entire silver 
burden, ami that in doing so it must 
become a silver currency country like 
India and China, has at leogth made its way 
into the solid cranium of Senator Allison, 
the author of the prf-^nt mischievous silver 
bill, and in a recent paper on the currency 
question he actually goes so far as to ex­ 
press his conviction that it may be neces­ 
sary to suspend the coinage of the silver 
dollar. In short, the whole fabric of the 
silver craze has gone to pieces, and though 
( ongress cannot yet bring itself to repeal 
the silver bill, it is evident that it is 
gradually coming round to a conviction that 
thia will be necessary. All things con­ 
sidered it is just as well that the monetary 
conference has been postponed.

General Curtis has been convicted for 
collecting political assessments. 
This 
shows that the law is against that mode of 
supporting partisan politics. But the Re­ 
publican National < ongressional Commit­ 
tee has, since this conviction, levied a po­ 
litical assessment upon the employes at the 
Washington Capitol and at the Depart­ 
ments. The question then arises whether 
there are any laws which politicians con­ 
sider themselves bound to respect when 
they happen to interfere with their meth­ 
ods. It is possible indeed that a cour­ 
ageous District Attorney may be found at 
Washington aa well as in New York, but 
it is plain that what is required now is 
precisely this kind of courage. The spoils­ 
men are making a desperate effort to fasten 
the “ machine ” methods upon the country 
firmly, at toe very moment that the first 
really determined endeavor to shake them 
off, is being essayed. The insolence of the 
“ machine ” politicians must be condemned 
by public opinion with all the emphasis 
possible, at this juncture, for it is evident 
that they will use all the force at their die- 


The Democrats and Sandlotter9 of San 
Francisco have just lost one of their office­ 
holders who was a disagreeable reminder 
of the error of their choice. He was 
elected Justice of the Peace, and ever 
since he has been getting into all manner 
of disgraceful difficulties through his 
drunkenness aDd ferocity. He had been 
arrested for assault to murder aud for vio­ 
lent assaults of other kinds repeatedly. 
He appears to have been-drunk every day, 
and when he was drunk he was quarrel­ 
some. At last he fell out of the window 
of his Court-room during one of his 
drunken fits, and the fall killed him. The 
most remarkable fact about the career oi 
thia man perhaps is the fact that he was 
permitted to disgrace the bench and his 
constituents until a fortunate accident re­ 
moved him.

(7.) Changes in the volume of the soil 
caused by changes of temperature and 
amount of moisture. 
The alternate shrin*.- 
ing and swelling which is, under the in­ 
fluences of temperature and 
moisture, 
almost constantly taking place .n soils» is 
of considerable importance in affecting 
their physical conditions. 
It .e generally 
known that most absorptive substances 
swell when saturated with liquids ; and 
hake, or decrease in bulk, and often crack 
when exposed to heat until the absorbed 
moisture is driven off: also that water, 
in the process of freezing, swells, and in so 
doing exerts a rending force sufficient to 
burst the strongest vessels. 
The action of 
water and frusta upon soils is no exception 
tc the general rule. 
The effects are, of 
course, different with the different kinds of 
soils. 
Soils rich in humus or vegetable 
matter are affected more than others. 
Johnson says that the surface of moors 
often rise or fall with the wet or dry sea- 
Hon through a space of several inches. 
In 
ordinary cultivated soils no •. hange of bulk 
is generally apparent to the observer. 


HEAVY 'LAYS 
Are generally affected by their drying up, 
especially when the season is very hot and 
dry. 
Soils containing much clay, and 
when not kept thoroughly tilled during the 
summer time, are often considerably dam­ 
aged by “ caking,’ or baking into hard 
lumps, which successfully defy al! attempts 
to pulverizo them, for i ne season at least. 
The purer the clay the mure apparent are 
the effects. 
In the counties of Yuba and 
Sutter, and along any river in ( alifornia 
which receives the detritus of hydraulic 
mining, the fields of clay, especially when 
much sand is not present, in the dry season 
present deep, irregular fissures, often sev­ 
eral feet in depth. 
This cracking was 
caused by the excessive contraction, when 
drying, oi the clayey debris from the hy­ 
draulic mines, and which wag deposited on 
the lands adjacent to the rivers as a thick 
layer of more or leas pure pipe clay, and 
which will preserve its distinctive charac 
teristica of contraction and barrenness for 
years to come. 
The writer has eeen fissures 
three to four feet deep, and large enough 
to receive a man a body, which were formed 
during the first summer after the deposition 
of the slickens. 
This property of clays 
rendere them, when pure, almost useless 
for agricultural purposes; but when such 
ao i la are treated with a sufficient 
uantity 
of lirne, which causes flocculation and 
apeedy disintegration,for with a certain 
quantity of sand, which bene1 cially affects 
the mechanical composition of the clay, 
and prevents it from compacting when 
dry, clay soils are, when properly culti­ 
vated, the most desirable of all. 
They are 
the most enduring of all soils, and when 
understandingly cultivated 
under which 
is included drainage, application of stable 
and mineral manure, etc ), they are the 
moet satisfactory and profitable of soils. 
In couutries where the winters are ex- 
ceesive the frost is a very effectual agent 
in breaking up the soil. 
We are all fami­ 
liar with the practice of the early settlers 
of turning up their sod and leaving it to lie 
fallow and exposed to the weather duriüg 
the winter and spring, well knowing that 
it would be found to be effectually pulver­ 
ized by one such treatment. 
But in Cali­ 
fornia 
the land of the orange and olive, 
and where excessive íroste are almost un­ 
known 
we derive little aid from the frosts 
in iné preparation of our soils. 
Such 
beiDg the case, we are not directly inter­ 
ested in the details 0Í this subject, and 
must therefore pass it over, 


(8 .) ADHESIVENESS OF THE >01L. 
We have already pointed out the fact 
tnat the i&rmer 
denominates 
hie 
soil 
‘ heavy’ or “ light, ’ accordingly as it tills 
difficultly or easily ; and, therefore, accord­ 
ing to its adhesiveness. 
Adhesiveness is 
the principal property which influences the 
ease with which a soil takes on a state of 
tilth. 
The adhesiveness is dependent upon 
the amount of water in the soil. 
Clay, for 
instance, when dry and thoroughly pulver­ 
ized, is almost as eaBy tc work as dry, light 
sand, and hence has little adhesiveness. 
But as soon as it is wetted it becomes 
sticky and unmanageable in the extreme. 
I t is a disagreeable property of clay that 
the more it ia worked, when in a wet 
condition, the more adhesive and “ heavy” 
it gets. 
This property is well illustrated 
by the methods ueed by the potter in im­ 
parting to his clay the desired degree of 
plasticity. 
The raw clay is mixed with 
water, and then stirred incessantly until 
the proper adhesiveness and plasticity are 
acquired, when, after drying, it is fit for 
the lathe and mold. 
The liner the grade 
of porcelain or pottery required the more 
work ia expended on the preparation of the 
clay. 
It is a well-known practical fact 
that 
when 
clay soils 
are tilled out 
of season 
the effects 
are 
such as 
sometimes 
tc render 
them 
barren 
and unmangeable for a whole season, and 
sometimes even longer. 
They of all soils 
require to be tilled understanding^, and 
with reference to the particular season, 
probability of rain, etc., and a few seem­ 
ingly slight mistakes in those matters may 
often cause a total failure of crops. 
Soils 
composed in large part of saud, humus, or 
lime have, when dry, very little adhesive­ 
ness and are, therefore, in the farmer’s 
phraseology, “ light ” soils. 
Their ad­ 
hesiveness when 
wet is, however, quite 
perceptible ; but owing to their porosity 
and the readiness with which, when prop­ 
erly drained, they dry off on the surface, 
the time when they may be plowed with 
safety is not limited as with clay soils. 
Yet even these soils will suffer in tilth if 
cultivated when saturated with water, and 
the little time lost in waiting for them to 
dry is more than compensated for the bet­ 
ter tilth secured. 
The remedies for ad­ 
hesiveness are somewhat the same as those 
for shrinkage, i. e., incorporation of vege­ 
table matter, humus, Band, etc., as me­ 
chanical agents, and the addition of lime 
to cause flocculation and disintegration of 
the soil masses. 


(9 .) RELATION OF TH E SOIL TO HEAT. 
We are all aware that it is necessary 
that a soil should contain a certain amount 
of heat in order that it may be fertile. 
Plants seenj to be distributed over the 
earth’s surface according to temperature. 
That is, the mean temperature of the soil 
of all parts of the earth’s surface is not the 
same, and, in fact, local boíIb often differ 
very greatly in the amountB of heat they 
contain. 
The temperature of the soil is 
to a certain depth dependent upon the 
temperature of 
the 
atmosphere ; 
and 
changes in the temperature of the lower 
strata of air are, though often slowly, fol­ 
lowed by corresponding changes in the 
upper strata of the soil. At a little greater 
depth the soil is not sc susceptible to sud­ 
den changes of heat and cold, and the mean 
temperature is therefore more constant. 
The difference between the extremes of 
heat and cold in the soil decreases as we 
get below the surface until at a certain dis­ 
tance the temperature becomes fixed and 
practically invariable. At a depth of three 
feet below the surface the heat of the earth 
is unaffected by diurnal changes. 
At 
twenty feet the temperature varies but a 
few degrees throughout the year ; and at 
seventy to eighty feet below the surface it 
remains constantly at a fixed point. These 
figures apply particularly to the temperate 
climates. 
In tropical climates where the i 
changes in temperature are much less the 
depth of unvarying temperature is corrs* 


mgiy less, 
m sucn countries 
hanges of temperature are seldom felt at 
a depth of one to two feet below the sur­ 
face. 
There are three principal 


SOURCES OF UKAT 
In the soil. 
First, the original heat of the 
soil itself; second, that generated during 
the chemical proccsaof oxidation and decay, 
and third, the heating effects of the sun s 
rays. 
It is an undoubted fact that the 
earth was at one time a mass of molten 
matter, and that the exterior crust wae 
formed by a gradual cooling from the sur­ 
face inward. 
That this heat still exists in 
the mass of the earth cannot be doubted, j 
Molten volcanic lava, emissions of steam ; 
from the interior of the - arth, and the hot 1 
spring" and geysers all point to the general 
conclusion that there is still great heat ( 
locked up in the inner recesses of the earth. ! 
it is held by scientists that the evapora­ 
tion of heat rroTii the surface of the earth :s 
a • great that the whole surface would be 
constantly frozen were it not for the heat 
derived from the suu. 
Most oi the per­ 
ceptible heat of tiie earth’s surface ia di­ 
rectly owing to the heat absorbed by the 
earth from the sun’s ra> s. 
As we all know, 
the temperature of the earth's surface varies 
with the season, and these, in turn, depend 
upon the distance between, and the relative 
positions of the earth and the sun. 
The 
point of unvarying temperature :a that 
point below the earth’s surface when the 
loss of heat from the interior is compen­ 
sated by that gained from the sun, so that 
the changes are reduced to a minimum. 
It 
is a noticeable fact that the temperature of 
the earth’s crust perceptibly increases as 
we proceed toward the center. 
This fact 
is made most unmistakably apparent at a 
depth of only a few thousand feet below the 
surface. 
The heat arising from the oxida­ 
tion and 


DEI AY OF VEGETABLE AND OTHER ORGANIC 
MATTER 
Is directly proportioned to the amount of 
such matter in the soil. 
The heat evolved 
by decaying vegetation is considerable, but 
it seems probable that, inasmuch as decay 
cannot proceed except the temperature be 
high enough to conduce to vegetable growth, 
the heat generated by such decay is not 
directly effective in the soil, and therefore 
that the main source of heat in the soil is 
the sun. This being the case, it must read- I 
ily be perceived that the amount of h e at' 
accumulated in the soil depends upon the 
absorptive capacity of the ingredients of 
the surface soil. 
The effect of the sun's 
rays is very different on different objects. 
For instance, its heating effects on the up­ 
per surface of water, and by radiation 
through the atmosphere, are comparatively 
small, w hile many solids not only readily 
absorb heat, but also accumulate it to such 
an extent as tc burn the hand when applied 
to them. 
During the constant evaporation 
of water from the soil surface a large amount 
of heat is rendered late n t; that is, is ab­ 
sorbed during the conversion of the liquid 
into the vapor of water. 
This result of 
evaporation is one which, while of the u t­ 
most importance, is not generally understood 
by the farmer; and, in fact, is haul ly guessed 
by the average husbandman. 
It is a well 
known chemical phenomenon that ice 
the 
solid form of water—absorbs or renders 
latent 14<l thermal units of heat in passing 
from the solid into the liquid state 
(a 
thermal unit is the heat required to raise 
a given body through one degree of tem­ 
perature in one minute); and that in passing 
from the liquid to the gaseous state 97- 
thermal units are absorbed. To illustrate : 
if a piece of ice which is at a temperature 
of 3*2" Fahrenheit be placed over a lamp so 
regulated as to raise the temperature one 
degree every minute, the ice would con­ 
tinue to liquify for 140 minutes, at the end 
of which lime it would all nave been 
liquified, and in so doing would have ab­ 
sorbed the 140 units of heat given off by 
the lamp during the time—140 minutes. If 
the same increase of temperature had been 
kept up for 97*2 minutes longer, the water 
would have all been converted into steam 
with the “ locking u p ” of 97*2 thermal 
units of heat. 
The conversion of steam 
into liquid, and water into ice, are followed 
by a freeing of the heat rendered latent 
duriDg the reverse processes. 
We may 
easily apply this principle to the 


EVAPORATION, 
Which Í6 almost continually going on from 
the surface of the soil. 
Since, as we have 
seen, in converting liquids into gases heat 
is rendered latent, or neutralized, an al­ 
most incredible amount of heat must be 
abstracted from the soil by the evapora­ 
tion of liquid water. 
Were it not for the 
constant extraction of heat by the evapora­ 
tion continually taking place during the 
hot season the soil would literally become 
an oven, and all plants would be scorched 
to death. We can apply the same explana­ 
tion to the different amounts of heat re­ 
quired to produce sunstroke in different 
localities. 
The difference in the effects of 
the same temperature in different localities 
ia owing 
entirely 
to 
the amount of 
moisture in the atmosphere. 
It is well 
known that in a dry atmosphere men will 
successfully withstand five to ten degrees 
higher temperature than they could in 
localities 
where 
the 
atmosphere 
is 
more or less humid, and where much 
lower 
temperatures 
are 
often 
fol­ 
lowed 
by sunstrokes. 
This ia owing 
to the tact that in a dry atmosphere evap­ 
oration goes on rapidly from the surface of 
the body, and the heat, which is rendered 
latent during this operation and which is 
virtually extracted from the body, reduces 
the temperature so low as to precluded the 
possibility of sunstroke. 
In the case of a 
humid 
atmosphere, 
evaporation, owing 
to the amount of moisture already in the 
atmosphere, can not take place to any ex­ 
tent, and therefore the heat, instead of 
being extracted from the body, accumu­ 
lates, and to such extent as to render man 
and horse alike very susceptible to sun­ 
stroke. 
This also accounts for the fact 
that we of the interior and dry localities of 
California will hardly remark about a tem­ 
perature which in the Eastern States is of­ 
ten accompanied by sunstrokes. 
The im­ 
portance to the agriculturist of the ab­ 
sorption and freeing of heat during evap­ 
oration and condensation, can hardly be 
overestimated. 
He can utilize the knowl­ 
edge in the spring as well a5 in the summer. 


IN THE SPRING, 
When it is of the greatest importance that 
the soil should become warm so as to start 
the seed, it is necessary that the evapora­ 
tion be reduced to a minimum, in order 
that the heat may accumulate in the soil 
instead of becoming latent. B it the farmer 
says. “ I must have my land dried, and how 
can I dry it without surface evaporation ?” 
The way to do it is to under-drain thor­ 
oughly, so that the water will never stand 
any longer on the surface of the ground in 
spring than can be helped. 
By this means 
the surface evaporation will be reduced and 
the escape of heat prevented. 
We will 
have occasion to speak agaiD of this subject 
when we come to consider drainage. 
In 
the summer and hot months when it is 
desirable to prevent the soil from becoming 
so hot as to scorch the plant roots, the 
drains must be closed so as to force the 
water of the soil to pass off into the atmos­ 
phere as vapor, and thus prevent the ac­ 
cumulation of heat in the soil. 
This property possessed by vaporized 
water of absorbing heat is intimately con­ 
nected with the absorptive and retentive 
power of the soil for moisture. 
We have 
seen that these depend upon the fineness 
of the soil. 
We know that sand will give 
up its moisture to the sun’s heat much 
Booner than will alluvial or clay soils. This, 
then, accounts for the ease with which 
sand becomes heated, and its undesirable­ 
ness in a dry year. 
We saw, also, that 
sand will retain lees water than finer soils ; 
so that not only will it yield up its water 
more rapidly, but it has less to give up, 
and its ability for withstanding drought is 
therefore lessened twofold. 


THE HYGR0800PU MOISTURE 
Of the soil is an agent in maintaining the 
requisite temperature. 
We have seen that 
it 
the only moisure which ie absolute:/ 


necessary m soils, providing that the plant 
is supplied w4th water by its tap and water 
roots. 
Considered as an agent in modify­ 
ing the temperature of the soil, it follows 
th if, when the temperature of the atmos­ 
phere suddenly 
rises, the hygroscopic 
moisture contained in the depth of Boil a‘- 
fectei by the change will be condensed to 
liquid wafer with the freeing of the heat 
wiiich was locked up in the vapor. 
By 
this simple means the heat of the soil is 
frequently quite perceptibly augmented, 
and plants often saved from injury by 
frost. 
The place of the vapor which was 
condensed is immediately taken by more 
vapor of cooler temperature drawn up from 
the lower soil, or drawn from the atmos­ 
phere. 
From the above we see that in con­ 
sidering the ability of a soil to withstand 
drought, we must take into consideration 
its hygroscopic coefficient as well as its 
capillary and retentive power of water. 


RELIGIOUS FACTS AND FANCIES. 


To the surprise of the fe3t of the Church 
the Glasgow Free Presbytery has resolved 
to ask the General Assembly to permit con­ 
gregations to use instrumental music. 
The institution of Lent, it is thought, is 
dut* to the efforts of Telespborus, who was 
Bishop of Home in 130 A. D. 
For a long 
time after it was made a yearly observance 
it extended only over the strict period of 
forty days, from Quadragesima Sunday to 
Good Friday. 
The four extra days, in­ 
cluding Ash Wednesday, seem to have been 
a ided in the latter part of the fifth cen­ 
tury by Felix III., so that the forty days 
consecrated by strict traditional right to 
the period of fasting might thenceforth 
count to the beginning of Passion week in­ 
stead of the Friday in it. 
Bishop Keinkens, of the Old Catholic 
Church of Germany, han issued a long par- 
toral in relation to his recent visit to En­ 
gland, praising the hospitality and kind­ 
ness of several prelates of the English 
Church, and speaking of the Anglican lit­ 
urgy as uniting “ in itself all the elements 
and parts of the historic Catholic ritual.” 
He was impressed with the reverence, the 
dignity and the devotion of the worship­ 
ers in services which he attended, and 
calls upon his churches to reciprocate the 
friendly feeling of the Church of England, 
the “ bulwark of Christendom,” and in­ 
tercede for her. 
Under the auspices of Lord Ebury, and 
an influential array of noblemen, clergy 
and gentlemen, renewed efforts are being 
made by the Prayer-book Revision Society 
to terminate the divisions of the Church 
by bringing the occasional services into 
harmony with the general spirit of the 
Prayer-book articles and homilies, and de­ 
leting those phrases and expressions which 
may have escaped the notice of the reform­ 
ers who conducted previous revisions, or 
which, as the Society urges, are the result 
of such a compromise as might naturally be 
expected in the stormy periods when the 
Church of 
England was struggling to 
throw off the yoke of a foreign communion 
a compromise which has led to much 
perplexity, to painful litigation and to con 
t-jntions which have threatened to rend 
asunder the Church. 
The first Protestant in Chicago, so John 
Wentworth says, was a B aptist; the first 
book ever written in that city was written 
by a Baptist clergymen, and it was a Bap­ 
tist clergyman that preached the first 
Protestant sermon in Chicago on the 7th 
day of October, 1S25. 
The first Protestant 
alluded to was Mrs. Captain Heald (Miss 
Rebekali Wells, of Louisville, Ky ) 
On 
the ‘23d of May, 1811, she started from 
Louisville for Chicago, riding through a 
country infested with Indians. 
“ This 
lady,” Mr. W entworth says, “ rode the 
first thoroughbred English horse that ever 
came to Chicago. 
And to that horse she 
attributed the preservation of her lifej-for 
she was riding it when the Indians made 
their attack upon the 13th of August, 
181*2, near where the house of George M. 
Pullman now is, and, in their strife to get 
possession of it, they lost sight of her.”

Judge Tourgee, author of “ The Fool’s 
Errand,” in speaking of the proposed re­ 
union of the Methodist Church South with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, says that 
until the two churches can work side by 
side in complete and thorough fraternity, 
it is the merest folly for a few sacerdotal 
politicians on both sides to talk about 
patching up a sore of confederation without 
power in the central body or community of 
interests or uuiformity of administration in 
the members. 
The Western Methodist, proposes a plan 
for the reunion of the Methodist churches, 
and would have, first, a general conference, 
with legislative powers within defined lim­ 
its to be agreed upon ; second, another 
body springing out of this and composed 
of its members, which, upon all questions 
affecting or filling the College of Bishops, 
the management of the publishing houses, 
etc., Bhall be by States, as in the Senate of 
the United States, and in these matters 
shall be supreme.

MAJOR GEO. S. MERRILL. 


COMMANDER IN C H IE F 
OF T H E GRAND ARMY 
OF T H E REPUBLIC. 


The approaching annual encampment of 
the G rind Army at Baltimore, in June, 
adds interest t 
the -nbjtct of thi* sketch. 
Commander-in-Chief Merrill whs born in 
Methuen, Massachusetts, in 1837. He served 
an apprenticeship >»u the Lawrence Courier, 
and in his twentieth year acquired an inter­ 
est in the Lawrence Amcri a n , soon after be­ 
came its editor, and in 1800 was its ¿ole pro­ 
prietor. In IS'*, 1 President Lincoln appointed 
iiu i Postmaster at Lawrence, to which itti.e 
b eb as been retppointed every four years 
since without filing an application and eu- 
tirely without onuo.-ition. 
Iu August, 1802, he was elected First 
Lieutenant of a company which he helped 
t»v rai-e in Lawrence under the call fur 
MX) (XX) nine months men. 
(>r« the promotion 
<-f Captain C-*lby he was made Captain. His 
company was attached t > the Fourth M ajsa- 
chueetts Regiment, and seut with the Bocks 
expedition to Louisiana, where it took part 
iu the sitge of Port Hudson aud other opera­ 
tions in tnat department. 
Adjutant-General 
Scbouler, in his annual report for 18f‘*3, 
especially commended Captain Merrill for Li» 
írcolnes» and bravery in re*cuiog the steamer 
L ouisiana Belle from capture by guerillas. 
He was A djutant of th* Sixth Regiment. M. 
V. M.. from lSúri to 1869, then Captain of the 
Fourth Battery Light Artillery L>r f- ur years, 
since ther has been Major »>f the First Bat­ 
talion of Light Artillery. 
He was also well 
known for veirs as a member of the Republi­ 
can Skate Central Committee, and its worthy 
and tfii.ieRt Secretary for several years. 
To 
the old soldiers he is best known by his eon- 
necti- 11 with the Grand Army of M assachu­ 
setts. 
He was the first Commander of Post 
39 at Lawrence, organized in 1867, and is now 
one of its active members. 
H»i was Depart­ 
ment Coramauder in 1875. 
He has attended 
twelve successive National Encampments, 
and by active exertions made the icfiuence of 
Massachusetts a j> tei.t one in the Grand 
Councils of the Order, 
bio has been f -t sev­ 
eral years an ictive member of the miliiary 
Order of th»- Loyal Legion, for 0 time a mem­ 
ber of the C mocil, and at the May electi n 
was elected Senior Vice Commander. 
In his 
own city he w.»s for five yea s a member of 
the C uimun Council, and for two years its 
President.
